Yon tr* aware that when a camber of iodi 
vidnalN, desiring to be incor ponded in a maun 
factoring company, petition the legislature for 
that privilege.

Before the operative pot* on her apron she i* 
obliged to go to the counting-room and aign 
a contract, one of the moat despotic code* that 
waa ever iaaned in a free country, called a regu- 
lation paper. 

In the favored daya of factory life, the fairest 
women in the New England State* wer* 
employed in the nulla bnt every one of them 
had a home to go to in the hot summer month* 
of Jaly and August. 

Although the Htockholder* made * dividend 
of aevenly-flve per cent, they were determined 
to have a act of operative* who would 1* wholly 
dependent. Hence thev gathered wetmen from 
every place that was |to**ible, the mam con- 
aidemtion being to have those who were with 
oat home* and friends. In consequence of the 
beet men and women being engaged in the 
slavery question, the groan* from the factories 
were not beard. Probably they would not 1* 
heard to-day were it not for thi* fact, that before 
the war, wot king women in tbe City of Boston 
could get board for $2.25 per week Now 
they are compelled to pay $fi, and oftentimes 
more. 

A* the oorporntiona have Itoar <lin? -house* foi 
their operative*, poverty ha* driven large 
nomher* of th*-m hark to thune living tomb*. 
Now for the Coobeoo ConipunT. They receive 
on their Printa two rent* a yard more than any 
other company. 1 have mud in the beginning 
of this article that two loom* wa* a girl * work. 
Then they i minced their wage* and added 
another loom. Again they cut down and added 
*U11 another loom Again and again thi* wa* 
repeated until now a girl'* work i* sit and*even 
loom*.

Hat some in 
her classes testily that her lectures, for or:gin- 
fthty. as well as perspicuity, breadth and beauty 
are sel dou surpassed. 

Bat before she was twenty-six year* old. hrr 
work on earth was done ! Her husiiMid aDd 
three little children survive, beeideti a wide 
circled friend* in all departments of society, 
especially the suffering and oppressed of her 
own sex. And all classes make haste with tbeir 
tributes of reaped and affection to her memory. 
The trustees and officers of the Medical College 
to which she was allied, immediately on her 
decease, held a meeting and pasoed a very affect- 
ing series of resolutions, a |>art of which are 
here subjoined :

In tbr Hlarti Reboot* the lowest aalary paid In a male 
teacher la $1.S00 a year, and go** np to $2,600, the eel 
ary of the Principal, while tb« hisbeai aalary paid the fe- 
male ta but $1,100. Take for example the Hupbo* Rich 
tfchool. Mlaa l«a»>ella C. Fortar. who baa the reputation 
ot being one ot the very beat teacher* in the city, an<i 
who would bear an examination In any atudy taught in 
the aobool, and receive a certificate, without condition* 
aa perfect— a lady, too, of large experience— and yet ah* 
raaaivee but $1,100 a year, while the male teacher cl tb' 
aame grade, who doea the name clan* o( work, receive* 
the comfortable salary of $ 2 , 100 — a difference ot but 
$1,000 a year I There la a lady teacher in thi* school, ot 
moat excellent repot. , who supports two children and 
beraelt on $900 a year, white the male teacher ot tb' 
name grade waxes fal and kirks on $1,900. and nobody 
to care lor but bimaelf • 

Such is womAti’s opportunity in tbr oldest 
city of the West. It i* not worse there than 
elsewhere . not so ImkI a* in some places. 
Lowell, Mbs*., showed a worse record for itself 
last year and doubtless will again. And yet 
woman is scoffed, scorned and despiaed m halt 
the In nses of even the rural districts, and in 
most ot the drawing -room* of affluence and 
luxuriant idleness, for prenuming to seek an 
amelioration of her condition. It may. or may 
not bn Wise to have the Bible read by the cbll 
dren in the schools . but surely there are parts 
of it which should be read and heeded, too, by 
their parents at home. r. v
